burden as well as a pest to society. “The records oí our prisons prove 
how frequently it occurs that a mere child has spent two or three 
years in prison (under successive convictions), acquiring there a 
greater knowledge of crime, and has returned to liberty only more 
qualified to pursue a career of vice, no suitable instrumentality 
having been employed to atte.apt his reformation, or any fair op- 
portunity afforded him of returning to the path of rectitude ; and thus 
he advances from one stage of criminalty to another, till all human 
hope of amendment secms at an end, 

The unparalleled success which has attended the reformatory 
system, lately introduced into the convict prisons in Ireland, called 
attention tu this subject. Under that system (the substitute for trans- 
portation) not eight per cent. of those subjected to it have relapsed 
into crime, The law now enables us to apply the same plan to the 
less hardened and more impressible jucenile offender. By a recent 
Act of Parliament, those poor children, who are detected in the com- 
mission of offeuces to which the inexperience of childhood, or the in- 
centive of evil example, had enticed thein, instead of being committed 
to the common gaol, may be sent, for periods varying from one to five 
years, to reformatory schools, which must, however, be suitably fitted 
up, and a complete staff provided, before they can be recognised by 
Government, When such a school has been inspected, and certified 
by the Chief Secretary, theneeforward Government will pay 78. per 
week for each inmate ; and thus, as the numbers increase, the demand 
on private benevolence will diminish. While, therefore, the first 
establishment and outfit constitutes the chief expense, still, until the 
number of inmates shall increase to such an extent as to render these 
institutions self-supporting, it will be necessary to call upon the public 
to affurd continued and liberal assistance. 

Encouraged by the liberal assistance of benevolent individuals in 
Dublin and its vicinity, the Committee have established both male 
and female schools; the one at Kehoboth-place, South Circular-road, 
and the other at 103, Cork-street. Both these Schools are now ready ; 
amd, having been duly inspected and certified, pursuant to the statute, 
are open for the admission of offenders. But the necessary expendi- 
ture, including a fine of £500 paid for premises with a sufficient 
quantity of ground to afford employment for the boys, has exhausted 
the funds. The male school is still but scautily supplied with requi- 
sites; and it will be necessary to surround the premises with a 
boundary wall, and to effect sume other alterations, before the estab- 
lishment can be looked upon as completed for all the purpuses de- 
signed. 

By the Act it is provided that all these children must be sent to a 
Reformator) under the exciusive management of persons of the 
sume religious persuasion as the offender.” Roman Catholic Reforma- 
tories have been established by very liberal contributions in Dublin 
and other parts of Ireland; and it would have been lamentable, in- 
deed, if Protestants had provided no such asylum, and had left the 
poor of their own Church to become inmates of a gaol, in the absence 
of such a refuge. 

The Committee have undertaken this responsibility “in fell confi- 
dence in the co-operation of the Protestauts of Ireland; and they 
have no hesitation in asking ald for an object calculated not only to 
benefit society, by the diminution of crime, but to save from ruin 
many an immortal soul, placed In peril by evil companionship or 
parental neglect.

The law advisers of the Crown having had the above 
objections placed before them, decided that the three 
first objections of Mr. Rowland are valid. Mr. Rowland 
has received this day from the Petty Sessions Clerk, 
Mr. Joseph Clinton, a note, of which the following is a 


copy :— 
á “ Kells, 30th November, 1859. 
“ Sin—I beg to acquaint you that all your objections 
are good, except the fourth. The Law Adviser thinks 
the form of summons would be sufficient. I communi- 
cated the opinion of Mr. Cahill, your client, who desired 
me to say that your attendance next petty sessions will 
not be required.—I am, sir, your very obedient servant, 
“Josern CLINTON.” 

Mr. Rowland has also been written to by his client, 
Mr. Cahill, who informs him that the case is now dis- 
missed. I have also learned this day that it is not the 
intention of Sub-Inspector Caulfield to bring the matter 
again before the Court. This lafter assurance may be 
strictly relied upon, as [ have received the intelligence 
from the most undoubted authority. 
The principal objects the sub-inspector had in view 
from the commencement were-—first, to vindicate the 
law, and if Mr. Cahill were found guilty of the charge 
the Berich declared they would impose only a nominal 
fine of s ce. The second reason was, that a 
man named Owen Sweeney was, some weeks ago, ar- 
rested by the police on a charge of having maliciously 
spread a quantity of arsenic inthe grasses of some fields 
in the neighbourhood of Kells, with the intention of 
destroying the horned cattle and sheep thereon grazing. 
Sweeny was brought before the magistraes at the time, and 
a searching investigation entered upon, at the conclusion of 
which informations were sworn against him, and he was 
duly committed, to the county goal at Trim, where he is now 
imprisoned, a waiting his trial at the ensuing assizes, 
on the above charge. By the prosecution and convic- 
tion of Mr. Cahill, I understand the charge against 
Sweeney would be prepared with more facility, as it is 
alleged that he purchased arsenic at Mr. Cahill's shod 
previous to the alleged serious offence.

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New AND ÍMPROVED FPRINCIPLE or Inox Sutr- Brit 
IsG.— The model of an iron- built ship, constructed ona 
new principle, has been exhibited within the last few 
days, in the office of Messrs. G. Brown & Co., Drury- 
lane; and it will, we understand, be displayed to-day 
in the Exchange Néws-room. It is the invention of Mr. 
Henry Jordan, of this town,a well-known ship-builder 
of great experience and ingenuity. The points sought 
chiefly to be attained in the invention of Mr. Jordan, 
are igrester strength in the structure, and also a less 
weight of metal. The ship is constructed on what,is 
denominated the fore and aft frame—that is, it has a 
“ feather,” or extension of the keel, completely up to 
the lower, or main deck, dividing the hull into two com- 
partments from stem to stern ; the extended keel acting 
as a longitudinal bulk-head, and adding immensely te 
the stren of the vessel. The frame of the ship is 
com of a series of ribs made of angle-iron, and 
stretching ina horizontal direction from the stern to 
the bow on both sides. These ribs are placed on ard 
fastened to the over- of the outside plates, and the 
rivets passing through the plates and the frame, thus 
adding considerably to the strength of the fabric, each 
rivet having to pass through three ‘thicknesses of iron. 
Interiorly the vessel is divided into ten compartments 
by four transverse bulkheads running across the vessel, 
securely riveted to the two transverse angle-irons, se- 
cured to the inside of the frame, and also to the main 
kelson up to the lower or main deck, thus giving a 
greatly increased power of resistance to any shock the 
vessel may encounter either vertically or horizontally. 
Still further to strengthen her. it may be proper to 
state that every butt in the outside plating is over-lap- 
ped by the fore and aft frame, thus rendering it impos: i- 
ble for any weakness or tearing to take place at the 
butts. Another advantage incidental to this form of 
construction will be found in the fact, that ships 
built in accordance with it can be constructed 
in considerably less time than by the method 
usually employed. Besides its applicability to iron- 
built ships, Mr. Jordan's principle is equally suited to 
the construction of wood-built vessels. A model of a 
wood-built ship on the fore and aft frame principle is 
also exhibited along with the iron one, which, in even a 
more striking degree, if possible, than the iron one, illus- 
trates the advantages to be derived from this new mode of 
framing---the whole of the ship being built of straight tim- 
ber. The principle appears to be simple and ingenious; and 
we make no doubt it will receive that amount of atten- 
tion which the subject merits.—Northern Dazly Times. 
Tur WEATHER IN THE Battic—Cronstapt, Nov. 19. 
—The ice extends westward as far as the lighthouse ; 
people have crossed on foot from Oramenbaum to Orons- 
lot.

Serjeant O’Hagan said he would only read extracts from 
the other letters, which were nearly all of the description of 
the last one. In November, 1856, the defendant wrote:— 
“There are moments when the heart is filled with un- 
utterable emotions—when the electric spark of love 
thrills our whole being with joy toe great for utter- 
ance. At such a moment, dearest Julia, I sit down 
to write to you.” The jury should remember that this 
was the writing of a man of 25 years of age toa girl of 19, and 
they would imagine what effect it was likely to produce on her 
mind, The defendant had the audacity to plead that he did 
not contract to marry the plaintiff. ‘The jury would ask 
themselves what he meant by writing such words 
as been quoted. The jplaintiff had kept no 
copies of the letters she sent to the defendant; she 
had laid no trap for him, was a lady properly educated by her 
parents, and knew her duty to them. She wrote a letter to 
the defendant, to which he replied in these terms :— 

‘* Perhaps it is wrong te love you too well, but surely it 
cannot be so.

He also wrote the following letter :—

“My dearest Julia,—I have now commenced a letter, to you, 
without, as usual, having the faintest idea of what I ain about 
to write, but, as Í have often heard, such is the necessary 
qualification of a love-letter. There are moments when the 
heart glows*with unutt rahle emotion—when the electric 
spark of love thrills over the whole being with a joy too great 
for utterance. Would that at such moments, dearest Julia,

Counsel said he read that passage for the pur pose of show- 
ing that the defendant was admitted as a member of the 
plaintiff's family, and was received as her acce suitor—in 
all respects,as a man beyond impeachment in the affections of 
the family. In a passage in another letter he indicated the 
strongest affection for the plaintiff's family, and from the 
beginning to the end he continued te profess the strongest 
tooling affection and attachment, until he set up a false 
slander for the purpose of backing out of his contract. He 
also addressed her as Miss de Winton, in the following 
terms :'— 

“My own dearest Julia—I once more lift my pen, with 
what pleasure you must be aware, to write to you, and, if 
possible, convey, as some poet has expressed it— 

“The throb of passion 
Through a drop of ink.” 

And this, my own dearest Julia, though 

feel our hearts beat in unison, and, although there 
is not a single impulse of my bosom that does 
not threb for you—not one recent thought nor innermest 
feeling which in my devotion I would conceal from you— 
though I love you more than ought else on earth besides, and 
would willingly make any sacrifice consistent with honour 
for you—though I leve and henour you with a devotion 
nearly akin to that which is due to celestial objects; yet, my 
own best beloved Julia, pardon me, if, in the ecstacy of the 
moment, in the delirium of love, I should have become 
so far wrapt up in the present, insensible alike 
to past and future—so far forgetful ef myself as 
to offend you. Believe me, dearest Julia, [ would not wil- 
lingly for worlds offend you, or in any way hurt your feel- 
ings. Though I have my own errors and imperfections, yet 
no one could ever impute to me a mean or dishonourable 
action. Yet, dearest Julia, your happiness, and aught else in 
my hands, are dearer to me than life itself. And now, ur 
ever dear Julia, write me a long, long letter, and pray tell 
me that you pardon me for my thoughtlessness ; for, 
oh! Julia, I now. love you the more fer your 
pure and confiding love and artless innocence ; for do we not 
universally detest that prudery and affectation which are so 
often assumed tocover the worst intentions.” That was the 
character given by the defendant himself of the young lady, 
by that pure-minded, honourable, and self-sacrificing man, 
who would do anything rather than offend the woman 
whom he loved and admired. But what he did after- 
wards the jury would hear. In letter number twenty 
he said:— I know that in many things I must 
more inconstant than I really am, but could you at this 
moment read my heart, I am fully convinced you would not 
be able to there perceive one single sentiment, one aspiration 
that does not breath a love for you as true and as sincere, as 
pure and as confiding, as can well animate the human heart. 
True love casteth aside all doubt and all suspicion—(laughter) 
—a nd I, for my part, would almost as soon doubt the truth of 
nature as doubt your sincerity towards me” No doubt that con- 
fidence in her sincerity was reciprocated in her confidence for 
him, and how that confidence was justified the jary would see. 
In another letter. of the 19th April, 1857, there was the fol- 
lowing passage :—"' Many, many thanks for the ring of hair 

ou sent me. I shall ever prize it as a sacred gift, and when 

look upon it, it cannot fail to draw from my mind any 
selfish or uncharitable feeling tht might otherwise lurk 
there.” (Laughter.) A letter of the 27th April, 1857, con- 
tained the following passage: — 1 thought it 
strange at not hearing from you, yet I never 
for an instant doubted your fidelity to me No, 
dearest Julia, I felt assured you would have some suffi- 
cient reason, and in so thinking I was not deceived. I am 
very sorry, my own beloved Julia, that I was unable to ac- 
cept your very kind invitation to dinner to-day.” (Laughter.) 
The letter of the 8rd June, 1857. gave an explanation as to 
why the defendant addressed the plaintiff as “ De Winton” 
instead of Trowsdale. The defendant stated he desired 
to have a character of the lady from a phrenologi- 
cal professor, and he wrote to a Professor Ellis, 
of London, and at the same tims wrote another 
letter to Miss Trowsdale. He intimated that there 
had been an opening in the Holywood Post-office of those 
letters, and that the letter which should have gone to Miss 
Trowsdale was sent to the professor, and the professor's let- 
ter to her. (Loud laughter.) In consequence of that sus- 
picion, some of the letters were addressed Miss de Winton.” 
In the letter dated 11th June, 1857, a circumstance rather 
oddly occurred. The youn * who had been 
honoured with the hand of Mr. Hugh Stewart was 
a Miss Lizzie Hope. (Laughter.) With reference to that 
lady, he (Serjeant O' Hagan) had not a word to say. It 
would appear the first acquaintance which he had with 
Miss Hope was while she was on a visit at the house of 
Mr. Trowsdale, and in the letter of the IIth June, 1857, he 
referred to Miss Hepe, and said.:—“ My dearest Julia, I will 
be most happy to see Miss Hope, or any iriends, love, of 
yours, and give her a sail.” ‘That alluded to a gail in the 
defendant’s yacht, for, being a man of property, be was fond 
of gentlemanlike amusements, and kept a yacht called the 
Guiding Star. It appeared from some of his letters that 
he was very anxious to have the society of the young ladies 
on board the Guiding Star, and some of them undoubtedly 
appeared to have been excellent sailors. (Laughter.) It ap- 

ed that poor Miss Julia Trowsdale, then the affianced 
ride of the defendant, actually made an appl catioa on 

behalf of Miss Hope, and he told her he would be happy 
to see Miss II or any friend of hers. He (Serjeant 
OH ) would pass over a number of letters to one dated 
lith August, 1857, in which the defendant indicated to the 
plaintiff the continuance of his attachment for her—at least 
so far as strong expressions of devotion were cencerned. In 
a letter of the 20th July, 1858, the following 
curred :—"' You asked me how and where I got 
Love, 1 got it in seeing you—loving you, pod 4 
Í (Laughter.) Your image, your 
delibly stamped and depicted on my heart. 
I trust your sister Annie is better; I have 
not look very well of late. A very good thing, dearest Julia, 
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sit down to answer it. I must say, 

ulia, that you very much misjudge me when you in- 

that my love for you could want on account of those mis- 

o, dearest Julia, that is far from the case. I do 

not love you for any supposed or imaginary wealth you 

might pessess ; in other words, I did not woo you for your 

money, but for yourself. I am terry, love, that you could 

ever have impated to me such sordid motives. I thought 

you knew me better, and would have considered my character 

superior to such weakness. That, dearest Julia, I have not 

seen you oftener of late is net my fault, but my misfortune. 

Yes, dearest Julia, I am sure that even you yourself, will 

acknowledge that were 1 master of my own move- 

ments, I would be oftener found by your side. (Laughter.) 
the insinuation you made of my forsakin 


you my own beloved. Surely not (laughter)—that is 
entirely false, nor do I know how that report could at all have 
arisen, as I believe myself innocent of having given cause 
for such a report.” " 

To that letter he (Serjeant O'Hagan) would specially 
direct their attention, by way ef contrast with the final 
letter, on which the defendant founded his flagitious jastifi- 
cation of his abominable wrong. The plaintiff, a gentle, 
innocent, artless, —Te offered him release from his 
engagement, if he had the to. take it, and was sufficiently 
base; but that manly, brave, and chivalrous man said 
she misconceived him when she supposed he would do such 
a thing, on account of the misfortunes alluded to. In iN 
to a letter from her, he wrote the following letter of the 
January, 1851. i 

“My dearest Julia —I received your letter this 
morning, and] indeed, love, yeu very much misjudge me 
when you thus accuse me of indifference and carelessness 
to yon, but, as you well know, unfortunately | am circum- 
stanced from acting as my feelings would dictate, I am sure, 
love, you will not judge me te harshly, 
knowing from what you have seen of me that 
you alone my heart, to the exclusion of aught 
else on earth. I am sure, Julia, you must, even yourself, 
allow I am most painfully situated. I am, as it were, be- 
tween two fires, and even then, Julia, worst ofall you, aecuse 
me‘of insincerity and fickleness. Believeme,when I affirm that 
I never yet expressed to you a sentiment I did not feel, of 
course making allowance for any poetical expression— 
(laughter)—and yet, even you, Julia, tarm round and accuse 
e ve before said, had I my wish, 
this moment, it were to be by your side (laughter) —to 
elasp you in my arms, and press upon your check the pure 
kiss of a confiding love—(great laughter)—but stern fate says 
otherwise, anda cruel destiny for a while imposes insur- 
mountable barriers to my fond desire. In this situation I 
am more to be pitied than you. I bear not only the poign- 
ancy of my own feelings thus lacerated, but also the bitter 
nuéndoes of you.” 

Then there was another letter, announcing the death 
of his grandfather, of whom he was the heir. After his repeated 
protestations of love to her, stating the reason he was not 
so attentive of late to her was because he had been told that 
she had shown his letters to other persons; that allegation 
was positively denied and he was called upon to name the 
slanderer, but he refused to do so, alleging it was a confi- 
dential communication, and that his informant had 
since gone out to the Western States of Americ&, but he 
(Serjeant O Hagan) contended there was no such 
person as that anonymous slanderer, and that the story 
was a mere invention. In consequence of repeated rumours 
that the defendant was about marrying another girl, a mutual 
friend of the family, a gentleman named Reed, negociated with 
him,and he denied that his affections for the girl were alienated 
or that he had abandoned his contract; but upon the 11th 
October he went to Dublin and married luis present wife, Miss 
Lizzie Hope, in St. Thomas’ Church. Serjeant O Hagan, in 
conclusion, called upon the jury to award to his client ex- 
emplary damages for the wrong perpetrated upon her, 
— said her case was conclusively proved by the documents 
to which he had referred. The defendant was 25 years of age, 
and was not to be supposed to be a mere creature of passion 
and impulse, but he was a man of mature — entering 
into a solemn contract, which he deliberately thought 
proper to violate and to destroy. Having determined 
to break his contract he; songht to — it by a 
slander, that the girl had shown his letters, in order 
that he might subserve his own sordid _ self 
interest. So far as the plaintiff was concerned, she was 
blameless. She had given her loveto a man whom she 
thought worthy of it, and she suffered very deeply when she 
found herself thrown back by that man—repudiated, 
scorned, and degraded by him. Man could bear, and 
forget his misfortunes in the bivouac and struggle of life, in 
the pursuit of sordid and material interests, but not so with 
woman. It had been said, by no gentle writer, “ Ours is 
the work-day world ; hers is the world of the heart, in which 
she lives, and moves, and has her being; and bankrupt in 
that, she is poor, indeed.” The sole question for the jury to 
conaider was the amount of damages, by which he was sure 
they would show their sympathy for her wrongs and suffer- 
ing, and evince, the indignation which they felt for 
the man who had so ungenerously abandoned her, 

The examination of witnesses was then proceeded with. 

Mr. James Greenfield examined by Mr. Armstrong, Q.C.— 
I reside at Holywood, Belfast; the defendant is a nephew of 
mine; I am married to the paternal aunt of the defendant; 
I knew the late Mr. Steward; he died in November, 1858; 
he was my father-in-law; he had house property in Belfast; 
he had two sens—the defendant in this action is his grand- 
son; he is the eldest son and an only son; his father 
is since deatl; the defendant is in possession of his pro- 
perty; [know his handwriting; I superintend the Belfast 
st letters were here handed to the witness] ; I super- 
in end the office at Holywood; the letters now handed 
me bear tie proper postmarks of Holyrood at the time when 
this were posted. [ The handwriting of these letters was not 
contested. Mr. Armstrong then handed the witness a series 
of letters, which he dasignated “poetical compositions,” of the 
defendant to the lady in question. They were all proved to 
have been written by the defendant.] This is also his hand- 
writing in the album now handed to me. 

Mr. Arm —This, my lord, is a “ poetical portrait of 
Julia Trowsdale® A second effusion is “ the Rose of Bally- 
hackamore.” (Loud laughter). 

Examination continued—Ballyhackamore is the residence 
of Mr. Trowsdale. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. Whitesidé, Q.C.— 
I would give £10 for the Gaiding Star; I would not 
give more than £20; the defendant, his sisters, and aunts, 
divided the grandfather's property between them; I do not 
know any of the members of the Frowsdale family: Ballyhack- 
amore is about a short mile from Belfast; I knew Mr. Scott; 


him; they all lived together at Ballyhackamore, be- 
fore they went to live iat Seville Lodge; I was not at Seville 
Lodge at the time of the execution. 

Ri -examined by Mr. Armstrong. The defendant had only 
one sister living. at the dat» of his tather’s deatn. ; 

James Reed, examined by Mr. Crawford—l carry on 
business as a bookseller, and reside i 
know the plaintiff and her family;

Chief Justice—Do you know the property to be that of 
Hugh Stewart ? 

Witness—I do not, of my own knowledge. 

Mr. Armstrong submitted that the estate had prima facie 
descended to the defendant, as heir-at-la v, and that therefore, 
the rating of ‘the grandfather should be taken to charge the 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Whiteside contended that this was no reason why the 
rating sheuld be admitted. 

Mr. Macdonough—The notice, my lord, was served upon 
the defendant, calling for (he production of his grandfather's 
will, in which the existence of that will and its date, are ad- 
mitted. 

Chief Justice—Under the notice it cannot be admitted that 
the defendant was heir-at-law of his grandfather. 

A document was then produced by Mr. Armstrong, which 
was admitted by defendant’s counsel to be a copy of the will 
under which the defendant's property was derived. 

The Court then adjourned to this (Satarday) morning, 
when the further hearing of the case will be proceeded 
with. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—NISI PRIUS— 
YESTERDAY. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Common Jury.) 
M‘ Donnell v. Bunton and others. 

This case was resumed at the sitting of the court. The 
action was on the part of the plaintiffs, builders, against the 
defendants, the parish priest of Glynn, and a chapel com- 
mittee, to recover the wale of extra work, which it was ad- 
mitted had been done, but which the defendants denied was 
of the value claimed by the plaintiffs. 

The case has not yet concluded. 


COURT OF EXCHEQUER—NISI PRIUS—Yesrerpary. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron and a Common Jury.) 
Gorman v. Doolan, 

This was an action for alleged trespass on a bog situate in 
the Queen's County. The parties to the issue were both 
farmers, residing at a place called Cappalough. The defend- 
ant denied the plaintiff's right, and came to trial on this 

ground. 

The case, which is one of no public importance, has not 
yet concluded. 


PROBATE COURT—Yesrerpay. 
(Before Judge Keating and a Special Jury.) 


Adams v. Wallace, 
The hearing of this case was resumed at the sitting of the 


court. 

Mr. Wallace, the defendant, was examined by Dr. 
Battersby, and cross-examined by J. K. Walsh, Q.C., at the 
conclusion of which, Mr. Sidney, defeudant’s counsel, asked 
permission of the judge to confer a few minates with his 
client. The court granted the application ; counsel then 
retired, and, upon returning into court, 

Dr. Ba‘ tersby, Q.C., announced that, after the evidence 
which had been heard that morning, the defendant’s counsel 
had recommended him not to contest further the validity of 
the will of the deceased Dr. Adams. They would therefore 
proceed. no further in their opposition. 

Mr. J. E. Walsh, Q.C., then stated they did not wish to 
press for costs against the defendant, who was a relative of 
the deceased. ‘They would, therefore, be content that the ver- 
dict of the jury should be taken, establishing the will, and 
he would not seek for costs; at the same time, he could not 
help observing that he thought it a great hardship that after 
the facts had been laid before defendant's counsel, during the 
plaintiff's examination, he should have been exposed to the 
severe animadversion made in Mr. Whiteside’s speech. 

Jadge Keatinge said he was now at liberty to say that 
there could be no possible doubt that the verdict of the jary 
must be in favour of the will. He conceived the conduct 
of 1 — be very generous, indeed; and had the case 
come to a regular conclusion, he could, at see no 
reason why he should not visit the defendant with all the 
costs of the suit. Since, however, the dase had been thus 
settled between the parties, he would now, to save further 
expense, after the verdict had been received, pronounce his 
final judgment in the case.
